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1 . SC CONSULTATIONS ON UNDOF RENEWAL 

SECURITY COUNCIL MET FOR INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS NOV. 29 ON 
RESOLUTION ON RENEWAL OF UNDOF'S MANDATE FOR ANOTHER SIX 
MONTHS. THE NON ALIGNED MEMBERS HAD PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO 
REFLECT CURRENT REALITIES, BUT ISRAEL HAD INDICATED IT COULD 
ACCEPT NO CHANGES FROM MAY 1976 UNDOF RENEWAL. USSR 
SUPPORTED THE AMENDMENTS, FRANCE AND ITALY COULD GO ALONG 
WITH THEM. AMB BENNETT SAID THE SC SHOULD NOT BE IN THE 
POSITION OF COERCING ONE PARTY TO A CONSENSUS ARRANGEMENT 
TO ACCEPT WHAT OTHERS THOUGHT WAS GOOD FOR IT, AND HE URGED 
CONTINUATION OF EFFORTS TO FIND LANGUAGE FOR A DRAFT
